The conference report on the Payne* 
Aldrich tariff bill wai Blgnod by the 
Republican members yesterday after¬ 
noon after the President had forced 
reduction on lumber and gloves. The 
bill as prepared Is a victory for the 
"standpatters." Tho President got 
what he asked, but the concessions 
were small. When the Democratic 
members of the Conference Committee 
wore called in the President's demand 
for lower dutlea on gloves and lumber 
Interrupted proceedings and the Demo¬ 
crats were forced to retire. The report 
will go to the House this afternoon and 
a vote may be taken Saturday. 


An Independent ticket, composed of 
former Democrats and headed by Owen 
Tyler as a candidate for Mayor, was 
formed yesterday at a meeting held In 
Mr. Tyler's office. Subsequent to this 
action George D. Todd announced that 
a movement Is on foot to organize a 
ticket for independent Republicans of 
the city with himself an Major. Be¬ 
lief Is growing that four tickets will 
oppose each other during the coming 
campaign. _ 

Tho defeat of tho insurgents at Bar¬ 
celona was announced in an official 
statement given out at Madrid. The 
revolutionists were driven, after hard 
fighting, Into SL Martin's Square, where 
they wero surrounded.

In order to make the country believe 
that the concessions 9o the President 
make of the bill a tariff revision mea¬ 
sure, the "standpatters” put up a regi¬ 
ment of straw men; focu.-**d public at¬ 
tention on a few minor Items in the 
bill by pretending to stand out against 
what tho President wanted, while In 
the meantime they have put through 
everything they desired from cotton to 
wool. To have yielded to the Presi¬ 
dent on th© question of reducing the 
tariff on leather, which requires a spe¬ 
cial rule by reason of the fact that 
th© reduction Is below that passed by 
either House or Senate, might have 
opened up the woolen and other sched¬ 
ule. Hence by a pretense of opposition 
the President Is made to keep hands off 
other sections of th© bill and feel satls- 
fled with tho little which has been 
given him.

Agreement Reached In Afternoon. 


Tho official speed trial of th© Wright 
aeroplane was not made yesterday. The 
stake balloon anchored at the Fort 
Myer end of the course broke from Its 
moorings a few minutes before the an¬ 
nouncement of tho postponement of the 
flight. A heavy rain and high wind at 
Alexandria caused the abandonment of 
the test. 

Only forty-one new cases of cholera 
and seventeen deaths were reported at 
the municipal hospitals at St. Peters¬ 
burg for the twenty-four hours endlug 
at noon yesterday, against sixty-six re. 
coveric*. The number of cases of the 
hospitals has fallen from 800 to 683.

President Calls a Halt. 


Gen. Henry C. Worthington, former¬ 
ly member of the California Legisla¬ 
ture. delegate in Congress from Nevada, 
diplomat and jurist, died at the Garfield 
Hospital at Washington yesterday from 
cerebral hemorrhage. He was 81 years 
old._ _ 

Harry Clay Pulliam, president of the 
Natlonul League of Baseball Clubs, 
died shortly before 8 o'clock yesterday 
morning at New York. The body was 
prepared for burial and probably will 
be brought to Louisville for Interment. 


Halted by the mandato of President 
Taft, the tariff conferees were com¬ 
pelled to turn back and revise their 
rates on lumber and gloves. In a com¬ 
munication to Senator Aldrich aqd 
Representative Payne, the President 
demanded that the high rate on gloves 
os fixed by the House and the high 
rate on lumber as fixed by the Senate 
should not be made a part of the con¬ 
ference report. 

After struggling over these questions 
throughout the entire day. the con¬ 
ferees surrendered to the President's 
View anil signed the report. The re¬ 
port will go to the House to-morrow at 
noon and will be ordered to be printed. 
The House may be called to meet at 
10 o'clock on Saturday, for It Is the In¬ 
tention of the leaders that the report 
shall be pushed through In one legls- 
latlve day. Probably a week will be 
required to dispose of the conference 
report In the Senate.

The President find other Ideas of 
what the rate© should be. and he ex¬ 
pressed them very forcibly In a letter. 
3e said that lumber should not be 
more than 11.25 per 1.000 feet for 
rough, with the differentials fixed by 
the Senate on finlshtd lumber.

Washington, July 211.—A squally wind 
caused another postponement of the 
ten-mlle official speed trial of Orville 
Wright’s aeroplane to-night. 

It had been announced that Wright 
would make the test after sundown if 
weather permitted, and by 5 o’clock a 
large crowd had gathered at Fort Myer. 
Until word cam© from the Alexandria 
end of the course at 7 o'clock that a 
strong wind was blowing there, Orville 
Wright seemed determined to make the 
trial. 

The aeroplane was wheeled across 
the field and placed on th > starting 
rail 

Sitting directly opposite the starting 
line, MaJ. George O. Squler and Cnpt 
C. De F. Chandler, of the official board, 
were ready to take tho time as the ma¬ 
chine crossed the line. They kept in 
constant communication with the Alex- 
andria end of tho course, and when 
Lieut. Commander Swo t sent word 
that the wind was too strong to make 
the flight. MaJ. Squler Informed Wil¬ 
bur Wright. The two brothers con¬ 
ferred. and as a result the flight was 
called off for the day 

Down at the aeroplane shrd Miss 
JvMiittiime Wright, the sister of lbs two 
aviators, whom President Taft solo was 
the most Important member of the 
family, watched the weather condition* 
as carefully a© did her two brothers. 
She laughed and chatted with a few of 
her friends, but carefully avoided the 
northern end of the field, which has a<- 
sumed a declr.edly social atmosphere. 
Fully a hundred automobile© and as 
many carriages which had brought to 
Fort Myer nearly all of the officials of 
the Government who have bnivod the 
heat of midsummer to remain In Wash¬ 
ington, were parked about the Presl 
dent's tent. Mrs. Nicholas Long worth. 
In a taxicab, was the center of the so¬ 
cial group. She was busily engug* d 
pouting tea for the various members 
of the diplomatic corps and of Congress 
• came up to greet her. 

President Taft, who had been expect¬ 
ed at the fort, had not arrived when 
the flight was caikd off. Wilbur 
Wright announced that It was not the 
rain so much os the uncertainty of the 
w*lnd which caused his brother to give 
up the flight for to-day. 

After holding a consultation with the 
Signal Corps officers to-night, the 
Wrights decided that they would not 
attempt a flight to-morrow' . meaning, 
but expect to to-morrow aftefnoon. It 
Is said that the two aeroplat fists de¬ 
sired to make the speed trial at day¬ 
break, but that the time would be In¬ 
convenient for the Signal Corps offi¬ 
cial*. 

The stake balloon at th© turning 
point aroused some excitement before 
the trial was called off. Upon word 
being received from Fort Myer that all 
wa© in readiness for a flight. Lieuten¬ 
ant Commander Sweet, of the navy, 
one of the members of the board sta¬ 
tioned at the turn warned Maj Squler at 
the fort over th© field telegraph not to 
allow Wright to ©tart, a* the wind 
there wu* very squally. The stake bal¬ 
loon tossed wildly In the air, and 
tugged violently At it* rope. The wind 
had shifted to due west. 

The stake balloon at the middle of 
the course broke from Its mooring and 
rloiued on In the direction of Delray. 
Va. Soon afterwards word of the offi¬ 
cial postponement of the flight wa^ re¬ 
ceived and the crowd reluctantly dis¬ 
persed. 

CUBAN CABINET QUITS. 


Madrid, July 29.—It wo* officially an¬ 
nounced to-night that the cavalry en¬ 
gaged at Barcelona succeeded to-day In 
driving into 8L Martin Square the 
principal bands of revolutionist^, 
against whom the artillery opened fire, 
causing great losses. The survivors 
surrendered.

Harry C. Pulliam, president of the 
National League, who shot himself in 
the right temple ou Wednesday night 
in his room In the New York Athletic 
Club, died at 7:40 this morning. Ho 
had boen unconscious since 2 in the 
morning, and died without making any 
statement whatever concerning th© 
shooting 

A careful search of hi* room this aft- 
omood foiled to bring to light any let¬ 
ter or note W'rittcn by tho baseball 
leader before he took his life, but a 
bellboy of th© club said that Just be 
fore Mr Pulliam retired to his room to 
take hi* Ilf© he gave the boy four or 
five letter* to put In the mail box In 
the club corridor. One of these letters 
wus addressed to the National Baseball 
Oommission, Cincinnati, and is sup¬ 
posed to have been an official notifica¬ 
tion to the baseball magnates of hi* 
resignation. 

Beyond thi* statement of the bellboy 
there is absolutely nothing known as 
to whether or not the president had 
actually resigned and then taken hi* 
Ufe.

McGrow Not Informed. 

The only man m the city to-day con¬ 
nected with baseball affairs who would 
have been likely to have known of 
such a move was Manager John J. Mc¬ 
Grow, of the Giant*. McGrow, who Is 
here waiting the outcome of a deal for 
Mike Dunlin with the Philadelphia Na¬ 
tional League club, said that he had 
not heard even a rumor of such a plan 
on Pulliam's part. 

He may have resigned, however." 
said McGraw. "a* h© ha* several times 
sold lie would, when he became ex¬ 
cited.”

Deed Committed Early. 

A careful investigation of Pulliam's 
death to-doy by Coroner Fhrady con¬ 
vinced him that Harry Pulllain Bhot 
himself perhaps two hours before the 
telephone gave a signal from his room. 

All about Pulllain’* room at th© club 
was blood. It was apparent that after 
the shot had blinded him the dying 
man had tried to summon assistance. 
Hi* course about th© room could easily 
be seen to-day. It looked as though 
ho had staggered over toward the win¬ 
dow of his room, then had turned and 
fallen near the foot of hi* bed. He got 
up aguin and dragged himself near the 
door and telephone and then fell. In

Two cows suffering from tubercu¬ 
losis. culled from a herd of forty-five 
belonging to Henry Neimeler. Sr., and 
the first two to be detected by the vet¬ 
erinary surgeon* who are giving the 
Jefferson county herds tho tuberculin 
test under instructions from the State, 
County and City Health Offices, w'ere 
killed yesterday. One cow out of four 
at the county poor asylum was found 
to be diseased and will be killed to¬ 
day. Other cows suffering from tuber¬ 
culosis will be done away with as they 
are found. 

The veterinary Inspectors are find¬ 
ing Increased opposition to the tuber¬ 
culin tests on the part of certain dairy¬ 
men who have refused absolutely to al¬ 
low their herd* to be tested. In theso 
caee* the Inspectors are passing on to 
other herds owned by dairymen who 
are anxious to have .the diseased cow* 
Weeded from their herds. 

Morton K. Yonts. who has been em¬ 
ployed as attorney for the Dalryinon’s 
Association of Jefferson County, said 
yesterday that lie was preparing to 
fight the order to have all herds un¬ 
dergo tiie tuberculin test, and that in 
tho next few day* ho would take some 
decided action. 

•Tm not ready fet to *ay Just when 
or how I’ll start tha fight,” said Mr. 
Yonts. "In a few days, however. I'U 
be ready.” 
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Other Teats Made. 


Tests were given other herd* yester¬ 
day. chief among those being those be¬ 
longing to Joseph and Fred Kaelln, at 
Doups Point*. Those tests were made 
by Dr. John T. Chawk, and the out¬ 
come will be known to-morrow. 

Dr. T. H. Baker, City Health Officer, 
had several dairymen in Ordinance 
Court yesterday afternoon, but the ac¬ 
tion In only one cose was important, 
in view of the fight that 1* now being 
made for pure milk. 

P. F. Ulrich was summoned into 
court to show cause why he should 
not be prohibited from selling milk In 
Louisville. Mr. Ulrich had been re¬ 
fused a dairyman's permit by the 
Health Office because he had been 
fined for alleged violation* of the milk 
ordinance. Mr. Ulrich had gone on sell¬ 
ing without a permit, it was alleged. 
Judge McGee promptly fined him and 
Dr. Baker said that he would take out 
u wairant for him every day he sell* 
milk without complying with the ordi¬ 
nance. 

In about a half hour after Ulrich had 
been fined he Instructed his attorney 
to Inform the court and Dr. Baker that 
If the fine would be suspended he would 
do all in hi* power to comply with the 
wishes of the Health Offloe. This wa* 
agreed to and a man from the Health 
Office will go to the Ulrich dairy to¬ 
day to give Mr. Ulrich a few pointer*. 
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Had Chemist Test Milk. 


In defense of hla selling milk without 
the pn.per permit from Uu» Health 
ttffice Mr. Ulrich had a chemist testify 
that a sample of milk token from his 
dairy had tested pure. 

Using one of the police department 
automobiles, supplied by the Board of 
Public Safety of the city, and aided by 
two deputy sherlfU, detailed to tho 
work by Charles L. Scholl. Sheriff, tho 
County Health Officer. Dr. B. W. 
Smock, and the State Veterinarian. Dr. 
F. T. Elsenman. are rapidly letting the 
dairymen in Jefferson county know 
what they may expect. The deputy 
sheriffs, Hughey Brown and Louis Oil- 
bert, are doing the work of distributing 
the notices to the dairymen.

Tho text of the notice which tho 
dairymen are receiving is oa follows: 

Louisville, Ky., July 29. 1909.—State of 
Kentucky, county of Jefferson, s».: My 
Door Sir: You are hereby ry idled that 
the State Board of Health eff the Com¬ 
monwealth of Kentucky on the adxlh day 
of July, 1909. adopted the following rules 
and regulations, and ha* directed the 
Board of Health of Jefferson county to 
enforce the same. 

First—U shall be the duty of every per 
son owning or having control of cows in 
this State used for tha production of milk 
for sole or exchange, to submit to Hi© 
tuberculin teat for tuberculosis, such ex¬ 
aminations to be had by the veterinary 
surgeon of this board or his asidstant and 
no milk be permlttfid to be sold or dlspoMM 
of uni©K£ Lite cow's producing earn© shall 
have been tested and show negative re¬ 
action to tuberculin. 

Second—That In order to prevent Infec¬ 
tion and contagion among the herds of 
cows in this State and the spreading of 
disease resulting from tuberculosis, all 
cows found by the veterinary surgeon or 
his assistants to be affected with tuber¬ 
culosis shall, after three days* notice to 
the owner, be disposed of at the cost of 
the owner thereof. 

On July 6. 11*09, said State Board of 
Health issued tt* proclamation, directing 
the enforcement of aakl rules and regu¬ 
lations by all State, county and municipal 
health officer* and boards of health, as 
well as by all peace officers of the Com¬ 
monwealth. Pursuant to the rule* and 
regulations and sold proclamation, the 
Board of Health of Jefrarson county has 
directed that Dr. B. W. Smock, County 
Health Officer, and Dr. F. T. Elfenman 
State Veterinarian, make the tuberculin 
test on your herd of dairy cattle located 
at --. and you or© hereby noti¬ 

fied that sold County Health Officer and 
State Veterinarian will mako a visit to 

said place and make sold test on the- 

day-. 1909. 

You are notified and directed to permit 
said County Health officer and Slate 
Veterinarian to make said test on your 
herd of dairy cattle, and your failure to 
do so will subject vou to the penalties 
prescribed by the law.

The Hemp Tax.

He also 
carried unanimously In the Senate an 
amendment doubling the tariff on tow 
hemp and line hemp. The Conference 
Committee by reason largely of the 
President's position on free raw ma¬ 
terial, has again placed Jute on the free 
list* and while increasing the tariff on 
hemp $1 a ton It did not double the 
rate. Hero again Kentucky failed to 
got what she was entitled to on ac¬ 
count of the President's position.

Relief For Tobacco Growers. 


Tobacco ha* fared well. The Confer¬ 
ence Committee will report a bill re¬ 
moving all tax on sale* of leaf tobacco. 
The farmer will not have to keep any 
books. Retailers will be compelled to 
register by notifying the department of 
their Intention to do business, place of 
business, etc., which will cost only a 
two-cent stamp, and will keep memo¬ 
randum of oil sales of as muon as two 
pounds to one person In any one day. 

Senator Bradley was assured by the 
President that hd would tAke a hand In 
enlarging the limit to five pounds. 

The bill, even with a two-pound lim¬ 
it, will allow' great freedom In the isle 
of l©af tobacco, and if the farmers are 
correct In their opinion, will prove a 
great blessing.

REWARD MAY BE OFFERED. 


Frankfort, Ky., July 29.—[Special.]— 
“Dr. Nuttall must be tried, and, if he 
Is guilty, must be punished for the pro¬ 
tection of the four thousand helpless 
inmates of the State charitable Institu¬ 
tions. who are exposed to auch injury 
at all times." said Gov. Willson, when 
asked about the status of* Dr. W. H. 
Nut tail’s case. 

The Governor said that no effort will 
be spared to arrest Dr. Nuttall and 
force him to face a Jury* and aiuswer 
the charges against him. State, officials 
deny that anything was done to per¬ 
mit the escape of Dr. Nuttall, and they 
express the belief that Dr Nuttall Is 
still In Henry county, where he prob 
ably Is being concealed successfully. No

APPROVES CONTRACT FOR 
EXTENSION OF L. AND E. LINE. 


The Commissioner of Internal Reve¬ 
nue to-day held In response to a coro- 
unlcation from Collector Frank*, of 

wensboro, Ky.. that a special tax 1* 
required for the *ale of unlahelod bev¬ 
erage* manifestly beer or imitation* of 
beer regardless of alcoholic content. 
The Commissioner has written Mr. 
Franks as follows: 

“You state that this beverage (or 
beverages similar to It) Is being sold 
over your district In unlabeled bottle*, 
and that you are Informed that the | 
brewers are flooding the country with 
similar beverages. In reply to that por¬ 
tion of your letter you are advised that 
this office will not undertake to make 
liability for the sale of fermented malt 
liquor* rest upon an analyst* of unla¬ 
beled beverage*, and special tax should 
therefore be required for the sale of 
any unlabeled beverage having the fla¬ 
vor or appearance of beer and which I* 
manifestly beer or an Imitation beer, 
regardless of the alcoholic content 
thereof. 

“The ruling of this office a* to sales 
of beverages containing leaf than one- 
half of 1 per cent, extends-dnly to bev¬ 
erages having a specific name and 
character, thu* making them subject 
to Investigation and analysis at all 
times to determine whether or not the 
alcoholic content 1* allowed to exceed 
one-half of 1 per cent." 

• • • 

Pay For Retired Employee. 

Representative Austin, of Tennessee, 
has proposed a plan for the retirement 
of superannuated clerk* In the classi¬ 
fied service which Is attracting great 
attention among the civil service re¬ 
formers in Washington. He has intro¬ 
duced a bill In the House providing for 
the retirement of aged or disabled em¬ 
ployes in the civil service which does 
not require the establishment of a civil 
pension list or an annuity fund, but 
which seeks to accomplish the desired 
result without cost to the Government 
or Its employe*. 

The plan provides that boards of re¬ 
tirement be established In the execu¬ 
tive department* for considering all 
cases where retirement Is deemed ex¬ 
pedient by the head of the department. 
In case of a retirement half of the pre¬ 
vious pay of the retired employe shall 
be paid to himself, the remaining half 
to be paid to a new employe or divided 
between another eopploye promoted to 
the vacancy and a new one who begins 
at the bottom of the ladder. Under the 
working of tho bill an old employe who 
is retired at a salary of 62/00 would 
receive half that amount as long as 
he lived. 

• • • 

No Expense To Government. 


Among the results aimed at arc that 
the Government, while not losing a 
cent, shall be enabled to give Its old 
employes a liberal pension, and at the 
same time rid Itself of a number of 
worthy though Inefficient employes 
who would otherwise remain a detri¬ 
ment to The service. The plan Is be¬ 
ing considered seriously by those Inter¬ 
ested in the general idea. The bill will 
go to the committee on the reform of 
the civil service, of which Representa¬ 
tive Gillette, of Massachusetts, is chair¬ 
man. 

Mr. Gillette 1* an ardent civil «erv- 
ice refoimer and ho* made a thorough 
Investigation of the condition* sur- 
rounding the superannuated employes.

Our Amphibious Fellow CiHaems. 

Old residents of Honolulu tell in¬ 
terest lng» stories of Incidents that oc¬ 
curred some years ago In Hawaii when 
a volcanic eruption followed -by a tidal 
wave created no end of excitement 
among the native# and foreign resi¬ 
dents. It Is reliably stated that of 
sixty-four Kanakas who were swept 
out to sea about sixty swam about In 
the ocean until the ruckus abated and 
then paddled bock to shore with their 
mentfill equilibrium but little disturbed. 
The Idea of drowhlng had not occurred 
to most of them. They were merely 
somewhat wearied by buffeting the 
wa vea 1 until the elements grew quiet 
enough to make a landing possible. 

At this time of the year many per¬ 
sons are drowned In the United States 
while boating or bathing. The annual 
discussion of the casualties has no visi¬ 
ble effect upon the number of acci¬ 
dental drownlngs the following season. 
The Injunction "do not go swimming*' 
does not deter the small boy. Perhaps 
he Is. after alU less at fault than older 
folk. He follows the promptings In 
instinct which tells hbn that he ought 
to know how to swim. He should be 
encouraged, under proper supervision, 
to learn to swim early In life and to 
leafn to endure fatigue In water and 
to have confidence. 

* Apparently our fellow-cttl»««ns In the 
Hawaiian Islands are quite as amphibi 
ous,to-day as they were before dvlli 
zj&tldn made onslaughts upon the na¬ 
tional physique, and before alien pyb- 
ticlans overturned the native Dovern- 


meit According to the Honolulu Bul¬ 
letin. "the seventeen children who 
swam three miles to shore from the 
wrecked schooner IVtlnbyw deserve 
first place upon the honor roll." They 
do. Indeed! Tiny deserve almost any¬ 
thing In the wily of honors thnt might 
serve to express admiration of* their 
ability to swim. Our Honolulu con¬ 
temporary says that the performance 
Is more remarkable than feats of In¬ 
dividual men who have succeeded In 
swimming the channel between Molo¬ 
kai and Maul. This is putting it 
mildly. It Ja more remarkable that 
seventeen children could swim three 
miles when they were dumped Into tho 
ocean than that one. or a half-dozen, 
men could swim th© English Channel 
when trained for the event and ac¬ 
companied by boats to eliminate the 
element of danger and of fear. Huch 
coolness and endurance among so large 
a number of persons of any age would 
b* Utile short of marvelous on the 
tjialnland. Exhibited by children It 
w’ould be miraculous. That It was pos¬ 
sible for these children to swim ashore 
was due largely to the fact that In 
the Hawaiian Islands twtmtning ls 
looked upon as being about as natural 
and as sate os walking. 

To one who Is not frightened It Is 
not difficult to keep afloat for a con¬ 
siderable length of time. But the swim¬ 
mer who has skill but lacks confidence 
expends all of his strength at once In 
an emergency. It Is proverbial that 
pcsons W’ho swim are often drowned. 
Thair misfortune Is not that they swim, 
but that they did not acquire as chil¬ 
dren confidence In their ability to cover 
distance end endure fatigue In water. 
In HawaU this confidence Is common 
and drownlngs are rare. 

Ma n and the Coat. 

The present hot wave causes many 
Louisvilllans to walk about the streets 
coat less. Usually the coatless man 
carries his coat upon his ami. It Is 
rare that one lias the courage of hls 
convictions to such a degree that he Is 
willing to risk criticism by appearing 
without the uncomfortable g**rmont 
which the fashions of the country and 
the period decree. When tlie "shirt¬ 
waist" man ventured timidly Into the 
marts a few iummers ago he wai ruth¬ 
lessly 'dAmned'by relentless women— 
notably women of one type—who per¬ 
sisted In regarding coatlessneas as an 
affront to their dignity. He shrunk 
timidly back Into the steamy Inside of 
hls padded upper garment te swelter 
^.nd repent hls -rashness. Hls country 
has been called a "shirt-sleeve" land 
for a century or so and the land of 
tho free, but he did not find It so. The 
rule that he must wear a coat Is as 
rigid and unreasonable as the Briton's 
rule that he must dress for dinner in 
any and o^l circumstances and In any 
and all latitudes and In any and all 
company, although he may brcAfnat 
In hls pajamas in the tropics If he 
likes, and although he does do *o 
without a qualm of modesty In the 
presence of unoff«*nded womenfolk. 

The problem of how to keep approxi¬ 
mately cool In hot weather In this cli¬ 
mate has never been solved. It has 
been very nearly, Ifyfiot quite, as warm 
in Louisville this week as It U In Ha¬ 
vana, In Manila or Calcutta. It has 
been assuredly as warm as it ls In 
Singapore. It has been much warmer 
than It Is In Honolulu. If It has not been 
as hot as It Is In Rangoon, or even In 
Aden, It has been very nearly as warm. 
Yet throughout ths tropics the coolest 
white Is worn habitually. In the tem¬ 
perate sone. In an equal, and some¬ 
times higher, temperature, dugjng the 
hot months woolen coats, lined* and 
more or lesa heavily upholstered about 
th© shoulder© are the rule.

mak*‘ periodical visits to a drydock (o: 
cleaning, painting and overhauling th 
bottom, even If not for repairs. With¬ 
out drydocks. both the navy at.d th* 
merchant marine are crippled, says a 
writer in the San Francisco Call. 

All repairs to the immersed portions 
of a ship’.'* hull must be made in dry- 
dock. If Its propellers. Its shafts. It* 
sea valve*. It* keel or any of it* bot¬ 
tom plates are damaged. Into drydock** 
It must go, nnd then* re mum until 
ready again u> fiont. Sometimes It mtiy 
remain in the dock but a day. Some¬ 
times its repair* may necessitate it re- 
n aimng there for month?. 

The needs for diydooking in such 
cash* os those named are manifest to 
thej veriest landsman, but even with 
sound plating and fixtures, a steel or 
Iron vessel mast be docked at in crvald 
for the purpose of cleaning the bottom 
and painting It, for vessel* of »U*el or 
Iran are zii.gularly exp<«aed to fouling 
and corrosion, due to their contact wltn 
sea water. Wooden or composite ves¬ 
sels have their bottoms coppoied, and 
this lessens the fouling and prevents 
deterioration, hut copper cannot be af¬ 
fixed to an Iron or id eel hull on account 
of the galvanic action which Imme¬ 
diately sets In when the two mitals 
are placed In contact In salt water.

Experts Do the Work. 


To place a ship In drydock require* 
considerable skill. The operation is 
performed by experts, the ship’s people 
unM-vdy com *>y1ngr h^r to the ent.ranc** 
to the dock, pointing her fair for en¬ 
tering and making fuut the lines that 
lead fr>un shore to ship. As so on as 
tf yeao line* are fast th? vessel is in the 
hands of the drydock people, who dock 
and then float it. 

Notice must always be given in ad¬ 
vance of the purpose to place the ship 
in dc*k, so that the proper prepara¬ 
tions, which are many and Important, 
may be made. First and moat Im¬ 
portant of those Is the placing of the 
keel blocks upon which the vessel must 
rest. Naturally the k»»el blocks must 
be fixed so as to conform nicely to the 
contour of the ke«4 In order that the 
weight of the hull may be properly 
distributed between them. If an uneven 
strain occurs the vessel Is apt to "hog” 
or "sag" and perhaps be seriously dam¬ 
aged. 

Most ships havp what Is known as a 
"docking plan." This Is generally a 
blue print, furnished by the vessel’s 
builders, and It gives the exact height 
of successive points of the keel above 
or below a conventional horizontal base 
line. The docking plan enables the 
drydock people to place the keel blocks 
accurately. 

• • • 

Hauling Her In. 


After the keel block* are fastened In 
place the dock Is flooded and the cais¬ 
son or gate opened to admit the In¬ 
coming vessel. As soon as the latter is 
near enough and pointed fair line* are 
led from It it Is slowly hauled into 
the dock. At the h«ad of the dock a 
range Is fixed, marking accurately the 
center line of tho row of keel blocks. A 
head line is led from the prow of the 
vessel, fore and aft, and by moans of 
this, operated by a capstan or winch, 
the vessel is hauled in, being kept care¬ 
fully on the range by''means of other 
lines led from each bow and each quar¬ 
ter and auxiliary lines when needed. 
These steadying line.* arc hauled 
or slacked off. as ftecessary, by direc¬ 
tion of tho dock lurem&n. 

As soon as tho vessel Is entirely 
within the deck and posed accurately 
over the keel blocks In proper place, it 
Is secured fast and the gate of the dock 
closed. Then the powerful machinery 
in the pumphouse nearby pumps th^ 
water out of the dock and the vessel 
slowly settles. A* It does so the moot¬ 
ing lines are carefully tended and 
"shores." straight pieces of heuvy tim¬ 
ber, are placed against Its side* to keep 
It in position and upright. The.se pre¬ 
vent her from listing or keeling over, 
as Its keel touche* the block*. Other 
"shores" are placed beneath Its bilges 
when the water I* out of the dock. 

• • • 

No Time Lost. 

The veasel now rest*, upon the keel 
blocks and the "b11g»* shores," steadied 
by the horizontal "shure.-*." No lime I? 
lost during the process of docking. As 
soon as the vessel is within the dock 
and the pumping out commenced, float* 
are brought alongside and gang** of 
mon. armed with Fcrupers and wire 
brushes, atari In clKuilng. doing a* 
much a* they can a* the water fall:-.

Army Officers Divided As To 
Proper Manner. 


OLDER OFFICERS ARRAYED 
AGAINST YOUNGER. 


LATTER RISE TO THE TROT, THE 
FORMER STICK TIGHT. 


CHANGES IN THE SADDLES. 


There is a One army controversy In 
progress over whether American cav¬ 
alry men shall begin to bob up and 
down In their saddles or continue to sit 
right in them. The "posting" seat of 
Europe has challenged the "close** seat 
of the plain*. Just ask soiqebody in 
the Army and Navy Club if mounted 
troop* should rise to the trot, and there 
is a fine battle toward, write* the 
Washington correspondent of the 
Cleveland Plain Dealer. 

The trouble started when some 
younger officer* discovered that the 
American cavalry can’t ride, and be¬ 
gan to talk and write about K. 
Whereupon thero rose u^ln a fine fury 
a few gr.zzled siaft officers, f ho were 
taught their seats by graduates of the 
Sheridan and Custer school, and who 
acquired their practical knowledge 
chasing Sitting Bull. What those old 
fellows had to say about subaltern Im¬ 
pudence, and freshness of the rising 
generation, fairly blistered the wall 
paiwr. The roar of the heavy gun* en¬ 
tirely failed to shako the critic*; how¬ 
ever. When the riot died down they 
calmly repeated th^lr criticisms, and 
now tfie.v are writing piece* for the 
service papers, and even for civilian 
publications. 

All this is closely related to tho fa¬ 
mous efforts by one CoL Roosevelt to 
make the army officers exercise. The 
younger officers had developed their 
Ideas before he began to ord**r ninety- 
mile ride*. Indeed those rides, and 
*ome photographs the Colonel sent to 
Congress of Italian officers playing fly- 
on-the-wall upon horseback. were 
largely tlie result of the young officers 
appealing to th* Ir rough rider I*resl- 
dent to do something. Which goes far 
to explain the* cordial hatred of veteran 
army and naval officers, who prefer to 
take life rather easily, for Col. Roose¬ 
velt. He was always listening to active 
and ambitious Junior* who wanted to 
start something.

The Knight’s Saddle. 

’’Light Horse Harr}'" Lee, of Virginia, 
started the American cavalry man on 
his ride to fame with an English fox 
hunting seat and upon a heavier edition 
of an English fox hunting Saddle. So 
rode Gen. Washington, and the pioneer 
settlers of Ohio. 

Midway In the Nineteenth century 
the frontler*m«?h m**t nnd adopted the 
deep Mexican saddle, with Its high 
cantle and pommel, and tho stirrup 
hung below the middle of the seat .n- 
stead of forward of It. Historically tbl* 
was the mailed knight’s saddle. In 
whlw he braced himself to receive th* 
shock of the lance In the lists. Tho 
English saddle had evolved, while the 
Mexicans still rode the scat of the eon- 
qulstadorea. Conqulstadore*. Mexicans 
and American frontiersmen found the 
deep seat as accommodating a brace 
against a shock of the bucking broncho 
as the knights had found It against th« 
lance thnuit. Moreover om* could loaf 
and lounge and go to sleep In those 
saddles. The natural gait of tho West¬ 
ern ponies was * trot so close to the 
ground that no Jolt resulted, and there 
was neither need nor temptation to rise 
to tho trot.

Civil War Way. 


The American cavalry followed the 
frontiersman to the plain* country# 
and the cavalry stayed there until 
the Sp-inlsh War. The cavalry mount¬ 
ed Western horses and adopted the 
Western deep saddle, cutting down the 
extreme pommel and cantle and substi¬ 
tuting ono cinch t >r lw>. \\ Point 
adopted the straight leg seat, and sit¬ 
ting tight. In such fashion the Federal 
cavalry, and a part of the Confederate 
cavalry, rode tnrough the Civil War. 
Forrest. Mowby and other raider*, im¬ 
promptu soldiers, frtuck to their flat 
saddles and fox hunting seats. But to- 
duy the pride of the American cavidry 
man Is sitting hi* saddle tight at the 
trot. Hla pet swagger 1* to exaggerate 
the shake of his shoulders when he 
does thl*. 

Understand, there are but three 
gaits Tor mounted troops, the walk, 
trot and gallop. Gutted hor5»*. j<o- 
oatied. wv*uld dieturb the column for¬ 
mation, while hor.-ies can be taught to 
harmonize their trot or walk with 
ai-h*>r horse*. All marohlng Is aco>m- 
plishsd at the walk and trot, the gal¬ 
lop Ixtlng reserved for the charge .»f 
cavalry, and the bringing of a bat¬ 
tery' Into aoLkm.

New Type of Recruit. 


•po-day. however, there Is a new type 
of recruit in Che okl cuddle, and a 
now type of horse under him. The 
cavalry can no longer draw on a pop¬ 
ulation In which everybody can ride. 
The army can no longer supply its 
men with cosy trotting horses They 
cost too much. Tin* Wesn-ro horse la 
winiUi** International po|f> cups In 
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England. Virginia a_td Kentucky sad¬ 
dle hortwet sell far 6399 and ujiwarite 
here In Washington. The troop horse 
to-day is a g»>xl deal of a cart lK>rar. 
Hie tn»f l* calculated to looaen the re¬ 
cruit’* bock teeth and to tempt him to 
d*»-rt. American cavalry to-day. In 
mounts and men, doeai not oompare 
very well with foreign mounted troops. 
The younger officers discovered ihla on 
•their trips bock and forth between 
home and the Philippines, and It baa 
bothored them a lot. 

Thetr pragran:me of reform has hard¬ 
ly more tlian started. The anny has 
timidly inaugurated the remount de- 
l*>t ftyatem, which Lhe New York 
mounted polios haa well developed. 
New horaerf, under this plan, are col¬ 
lected at big feu-ms to be schooled be¬ 
fore going to their regiments. The 
breeding of bettor horses will be at¬ 
tempted if Congress wJlil permit. A 
start has already been made in that di¬ 
rection-

In 
view of the dissatisfaction of the Idaho 
Senators, this schedule was reopened 
to-day and a rate of 2 ft cents a pound 
on pig lead in bars was restored.

Mart During Aiternoon. 


Mrs. Chester Fitzgerald Suf¬ 
fers Heat Prostration. 


Much Suffering Experienced 
Throughout City. 


BUT SMALL RELIEF IN SIGHT. 


Ye*terdny wti* palm-l*<if f»n and 
wilted -linen day—the hottest <J»y ot 
the year. Coupled with the extreme 
humidity the run beat down relentless¬ 
ly, and b©*lttes the general suffering 
after a night no warm that it was al¬ 
most impossible to get sleep. °ne per¬ 
son. Mrs. Chester Fitzgerald, a woman 
60 year* of age. who was employed in 
a bakery, was overcome by the heat 
and foil downstairs, reeling injur tes 
which may cost her Ufe. No relief 
came until nearly 0 oclock las* night 
when a high wind and an e ectrlt^ 
storm preceded a slight ntlnfaU* wWch 
settled the dust and slightly cooled the 
atrooaphore . D . 

Ninety-six degrees in the shade, and 
a "sticky" day nt that! Without effort 
one conjure:* visions of fat 
literally melting In the streets and 
leaving only a grease spot to mark tne 
dissolution, and of little children, ill 
and peevish from fever, having the 
lives burned out of them Just beneath 
the roofs of squalid and malodorous 
tenements. As It was, though, there 
was only one heat prostration. 

• • • 

Started In Early. 

The day started In •’strong,*' Old Sol 
evidently intending to make a record. 
At 6 o’clock It was 78 degrees, and the 
mercury lived up to speed records aflu 
jumped by two* and threes until £ 
o'clock In the afternoon, when It 
reached the highest point—96 degrees. 
The discomfort from the heat was 
everywhere apparent. The soda foun¬ 
tains and screened ••oasts’* did a heavy 
business, snd at all of the restaurants, 
which boast grill-rooms and dining 
apartments for men, nearly all of the 
patrons shed coats, regardless of 
whether they wore belts or susponders. 
or both. At these same places coffee 
and oiher warm drinks took to the 
deep landscape, and iced tea, lemon¬ 
ade and mint Julep camo out strong. 
At 10 o'clock yesterday morning the 
thermometers said *'90**— warmer than 
any 10 o'clock this year. 

JufH after the rtoon hour the nnst 
victim to the sinister smile of Sol paid 
toll. This was Mrs. Chaster Fitzger¬ 
ald She was carrying a bucket of 
water up a flight of tesirs tut the 
bakary of GotUK’b ErrveeL, at 1238 tVest 
Kentucky street, when overcome by 
heat. She fell down the stairway and 
received a fracture of the right arm 
at tlho ShouWar. right side, right hand 
and left knee sprains and Internal In¬ 
juries which may cause her doath. Dr. 
Mic-rfuol Casper dreewod the woman's in¬ 
juries. She was taken In an uncon¬ 
scious oaruUtWm to her homo nearby. 

One year ago yesterday the maxi¬ 
mum temperature was 90 degrees, and 
on June 23. 1908. It was 98 degrees, the 
record Tor that year. Previous to yes¬ 
terday. the warmest days were June 8, 
June 27 and July 22, whbn the highest 
point of the thermometer reached w\as 

94 degrees, „ .

Storm Helps Some. 


By 8 o’clock lam night the tempo na¬ 
ture hud dropped to 86 dugrees, but 
because of the humidity, there was 
meager premise of a night** rest. A 
little white later, however, a sharp 
wind sprang up and Just before 9 
o’clock U was blowing hard. It tore 
a largo wooden sign from Che top of 
the tobacco store of Rdahard D. Bak- 
row. at 332 West JHTsrsnn street, and 
hurled it into the middle of tiy© thr¬ 
ough fare. In its downmatd flight the 
sign broke & number of telegraph and 
telephone wires and this kept the line¬ 
men busy for an hour maturing awvioe 
In both branches of electrical communi¬ 
cation. At about the same time, a 
large Shade tree was blown down at 
Fifth and Chestnut •treeta. and traffic 
on the West Chestnut-street line waa 
blocked for throe-qu at era of on hour. 

During the windstorm the fire do- 
partmont was calW-d to the residence of

NEBRASKA TRIBE SAYS IT IS 
PART OF ITS RELIGION. 


DECLARES IT HAS WORKED 
BIO REFORMS. 


DR. WYLIE TO INVESTIGATE. 


Since the Government began Us cam¬ 
paign against the use of the mescal 
bean by the Indian*, no tribe ho* felt 
so much aggrieved as the Wlnnobagoos, 
who Uve In Thurston county. Neb.. Just 
across the Missouri River from Sioux 
City, and they have b*©n appealing to 
the Indian Commissioner and their Con¬ 
gressman. J. P. Latta. for a repeal of 
the embargo, which has been laid 
against the sale of this narcotic, says 
the Washington Times. 

The Wlnnebagoes have made the 
mescal bean a part of their religion. To 
them It Is even a portion of Christ's 
body. With the mescal bean In their 
mouths, the Wlnnebagoes declare they 
communicate directly with God him¬ 
self, and they have been the mission¬ 
aries to other tribes, carrying th® *°*- 
pel of the b« an. To them this bean Is 
hoty, and It is holv only to the Indian, 
they declare. It has no effect on th© 
white man, for God meant it for the 
Indian alone. 

In a letter to Congressman J P 
Latta* Thoms* Walker, a Winnebago 
of Decatur, N©b.. explained the uttl- 
tud© of his tribe toward this bean as 
follows: 

We have found out by actual ex¬ 
perience this mescal eating of the In¬ 
dian is really ami truly religious. We 
believe that God sent this medicine to 
tho Indian, and no one else, and that 
He gave this medicine to the Indian for 
pure and righteousness fake; that the 
Indian should oat and be right and 
wise toward God. Therefore, since we 
have eat of the medicine w;e have Im¬ 
proved a great deal in Improving our 
home, taking care of it, and being kind 
to on© another. This we have never 
done before. This reservation wp in 
a terrible state when the medicine 
came; killing, fighting, gambling and 
drunkenness existed. Now everybody 
is peaceful and quiet. This year every¬ 
body seems to want to get ahead of one 
another in farming.”

Wylie to examine the mescal bean and 
make a report n» to its deleterious In¬ 
fluence—If ruch the:© U. It has been 
*©'penally understood that th© mescal 
bean should be classed the same a* 
morphine, chloral, cocaine and other 
• dot.©s’* which become so necessary and 
so harmful to their u>er». 

Thi* mescal b©an comes from Texas 
and Merloo. and Is not a bean at all, 
but i* th© top of a peculiar kind of 
oaotu*. About forty mites east of 
Laredo, Mex.. was tho original home' 
of Ud© plant. Th© Carrizo In.Bans were 
th© find users of the meeoal bean or 
Pwypts* a* it 1* properly called- They 
used It In their dance* A/t the be¬ 
ginning of the*© f^wtlvaiH Uu© Indta-ns 
ail sat around the fir© und chewed 
th© same bean or Peyote until they be¬ 
came fairly lntox*cated with it* nar¬ 
cotic influenoe.

where ftften families exist and do noth¬ 
ing but gather the tops of the Devote 
cactus for shipment to Indian tribe*. 
Th© Plant grow* wild and the villager* 
get §2 50 per thousand for gathering 
them. 

If the Government succeeds in sup¬ 
pressing the trad© In the mescal bean, 
declare the Wtnmihagoes. the old reign 
of drunkenness and crime will return to 
their reservation. They believe that 
God will leave their roservatIon where 
hs holy inesoal came 
to rhem as a comforter and a revela¬ 
tion. _

REYES REFUSES TO

This lias been called the mechanical 
age—th© age when inventive genlu* has 
been most prolific in results. The at¬ 
tention of the world has centered upon 
the flying machine, the wonderful ac¬ 
complishments of the turbine engine, 
the possibilities of th« gyroscope, and 
in manufacturing circles are noted the 
no less marvelous inventions applied to 
the processes of weaving, embroidery, 
lace making and braid making, aaya 
the New York Tribune. 

The braid machine does a* Intricate 
work in It* way a« do mechanical de¬ 
vices with which th© world 1» much 
more familiar. One Brooklyn factory, 
for Instance, operates mor© ihnn 3.000 
braiding machines, each with it* com¬ 
plicated Meries of attachment*, quite In¬ 
dependent of thousands of other equip¬ 
ments for th© preparation of threads, 
cords and ‘'fillers’* that enter Into the 
manufacture of braids. Ii la astonish¬ 
ing to see the number of process©* 
through which filaments pa*s In a fac¬ 
tory before they come out braids. 

Hunks and skeins of thread to be 
wound are hung upon a frame, where 
girls separate and straighten out the 
strands so that all hang loose. Long 
parallel double rows of machine* fitted 
with spoked wheels and spools receive 
the skeins. These are stretahed around 
the wheels and wound \ip-m the spool*. 
In motion all repreeeiiw *oll.l band* of 
animated color, over one thousand 
hrlgftt. revolving wheels, webs of shim¬ 
mering threads and innumerable whirl¬ 
ing spools forming a rainbow-Ilk© ef¬ 
fect. 

Larger w'heel* and spool* are re¬ 
quired for hank* of worsted and mo¬ 
hair. Certain machines twist from one 
to fifty strands of silk to form a single 
thread or cord. On th© twisting ma¬ 
chine* groups of six tiny hand-like 
tensions draw the threads taut from 
rows of six spools and send them wind¬ 
ing around an upper spool. If one 
thread break* all the tension* Imme¬ 
diately stop until the thread Is repaired. 
Tension lairs have different appliance* 
for tightening th© thread on different 
spools. These are several times a* tall 
as the spool with which we Are fa¬ 
miliar. and they vary In six© according 
to that of the thread or cord to be 
wound upon them. Some hold soutache 
cords, over which ar© wrapped allk for 
soutache braids; others have aaw- 
shaped teeth, for braiding purpose#; 
great spool# for holding gimp cord sur¬ 
mount machine* that braid th* gimp. 
In thi* department eplndlea ar* run 
by friction, the ones for etlk looking 
like a battery of amaJl torpedoes. 

• • • 

Rows of Waving Bar*. 

Down the length of the floor rows 
of bars wave up and down above oth¬ 
ers that*shuttle back and uni¬ 

son of motion, each filled with Utile 
attachments for conjuring thread Into 
different thickness©# and winding It 
Wheel* and skeins occupy a lower tier; 
*t>/>o1 * whirl around upright steel 
spokes upon an upper bar and th* ma¬ 
nipulating machinery 1* midway. On* 
girl can operate two row* of orMnBxy- 
winding and twisting machine*, but It 
requires two or more glrla to care for 
a single artificial silk winder. In wet 
weather th© artificial silk threoda aome- 
tlmea stick together and In dry weath¬ 
er ar© prone to snap. On an average, 
one girl can operate about twelve spin¬ 
dles, and some can run fifteen. 

Skeins of real silk contain so many 
strand* that half a day is required to 
wind on© of them. The proc©** of 
making bisale cord 1* carried on In 
this room. When a btssle machine 
stops, broad revolving bond# of color 
resolve Into twelve to sixteen toil spools 
on a circular bar. Two rows of th«e, 
on© above the other, offer wonderful 
color contrasts. Bloele la a little braid 
used to make up into fancy braids, and 
machines caJled by this name wrap silk 
from the sixteen spool* around a cotton 
cord on one spool. _ 

Somewhat similar la the blgcrttlng 
machine, which wraps a cord In alter¬ 
nate thick and thin Inches. 

+ • • 

How Tassels Are Mad®. 

Wearers of dangling tassels never 
Imagine that the*© are made upon a 
warp machine that winds three hun¬ 
dred to five hundred thread® In a long 
skein, all ready to be clipped off Into 
tassels of any length. Not long ago 
tassels were all measured, wound and 
cut by hand. 

The man at another machln© walks 
from thirteen to fifteen miles a day 
making fancy cords that are wrought 
into braids. He traverses the length of 
a room over 100 feet long between two 
machines. One la a tall stand capped 
bv a crescent filled with pins. Each pin 
twists a cord, the other end of which 
Is worked on 7>y another kind of ma¬ 
chine at the far end of the room. The 
walking operator runs a little Instru¬ 
ment along tt»© extended thread* that 
catohes and twists th«m in a contrary 
direction to the twist given by the ma- 

chln© 

Cords are covered by a covering ma¬ 
chine, and here and there old-fashion¬ 
ed spinning-wheels wind little braids to 
be used in making trimmings. Threads 
pass through many processes before 
they enter the great floor where finished 
braids ar© made. This floor presents a 
scene of color and animation, where 
manikin*. In radiant attlr*. danco a *a>- 
measure to the sound or whirring ma¬ 
chinery and the cftstanet-Uk© click 
of more than 3.000 braiding machine#. 
• • • 

Bewildering Whirl. 


Inventions of this age and lr.»s revo¬ 
lutionized processes of decorating wov¬ 
en fabrics. Upon the radium braid 
table over a hundred bobbins dance In 
couples in grooves on th© outer rim. 

J while at the direction of the controlling 
machine certain spool* describe a 
curve, like a skater's glide, from an 
Inner circle through the two rows of 
speeding bobbins and out upon th© 
edge of the table, where they turn with 
a graceful sweep and glide between the 
dancers back to the Inner circle, again 
to dart out In a repetition of the move¬ 
ment. 

At the snap of a single thread all the 
bobbins on a table stop automatically 
till the thread Is repaired, when they 
begin their gay whirl again. 

When one considers that seven bob¬ 
bins work to make a »dng!« narrow 
soutache braid, and that eight of these 
braids. In as many colors, are made on 
one table, some Idea can be gathered 
of the orderly maze of color and the 
lively motion that make this room in 
a braid manufactory one of exceptlonnl 
fascination 

Besides the thousands of braid ma¬ 
chines on this floor, there are others 
that make a narrow braid called •'flll- 
Ing," which Is used only In working 
up fancy braids. Th«*se are complet¬ 
ed by machines that sew different 
kinds and weaves of braids together. 

• • • 

Many Bobbins Required. 


Mexico City. July 29.—Gen. Bernado 
Reyes, over whose supposed candidacy 
for th© vice presidency several politi¬ 
cal riots have occurred, has written an 
open letter to his followers declaring 
lu would not run on an opposition 
tick t to the present administration.

Extending the length of the floor are 
metal tables, some In large round 
shapes, others In long narrow ones. Upon 
thes»* balance tall, slender bobbins or 
spools, wound wrlth threads of vivid 
silk, to the number of from elghte«n to 
more than a hundred on a table. At a 
touch upon a lever the little bobbins 
dance In a maze of mingled color. Blue 
and gold and crimson. In and out they 
weave, like animated doll# In a Vir¬ 
ginia reel All do not step In th* same 
figure. Every braid has Its Individual 
motion, and the tiny manikins flash In 
and out. keeping perfcqt time, with 
gild** and slide and quick turning 
around partners, dancing in twos and 
thVees In costumes of contrasting color 

Most beautiful, perhaps, are the 
maypole dancers. On one round table 
olghty-one rose colored bobbins occu¬ 
py the outer edge, each holding a 
thread that Is caught up In a dome¬ 
shaped center above the table. The 
bobbins weave In and out among one 
another In a circle, with a swift, grace¬ 
ful movement, and make a charming 
contrast to the next table, where over 
one hundred bobbins whirl In rose, 
green and glittering gold, braiding a 
trimming that Is to mingle those co’ora. 
• • • 

Wonderful Mechanism. 

Newly Invented mechanism for mak¬ 
ing radium braids Is called a radium 
machine, although neither has any ac¬ 
tual connection with radium. The top 
of a radium machine is a large table 
of polished steel, with a Jacquard at¬ 
tachment upon each side. The Jac- 
ouard machine is on© of tne wonderful 


It is difficult to realize that the work 
of twenty-six bobbins Is required to 
make a diamond braid no wider than 
a quarter of an Incli, and that a much 
narrower variety, like finely plaited 
hair. Is braided by nine bobbins that 
carry between them 460 silk filaments. 
A "square machine" makes shell-edged 
braid, a "rlcrock" machine turns out 
ricrark, and oil manner of intricate de¬ 
vices occupy their several places on 
machines manufacturing individual 
trimmings. 

While a great deal of the decoration 
In embroidery, applique work and th© 
like is done by hand upon braids, some 
of the most astonishing sewing ma¬ 
chines ever Invented are constructed to 
carry’ cords, braids And threads so that 
they pass under the machine needle 
and are stitched upon a flat band of 
net or braid In a given pattern. An 
operator guides these strips fastened 
upon a thin puper design, the stitching 
Is done Invisibly and the motive power 
is supplied by electricity. 

More remarkable still are machines 
that sew satin cords and folds upon 
fine net and that make satin piping so 
that not a sign of stitching ahows. 

Invention, however, does not pause 
at these sewing machines. Delicately 
constructed machines braid neck ruches 
which, with braids and shoe and cor¬ 
set laces, are folded by 'iappers.'* and 
the latter ore alao clipped and tipped 
with metal by machinery. With a Up¬ 
per one girl can lap and wrap seventy 
gross of soutache In a day. 

Last of all. the woman In her home 
owns a sewing machine with attach¬ 
ments for sewing soutache over a de¬ 
sign. and for holding wider braids In 
position while she sews them on a dress 
with her machine, and operate* this by 
meojis of an electric attachment con¬ 
nected with her chandollcr. 


RELEASED FROM PLEDGE 


DR ROGERS FINALLY TELLS 
WHAT HE KNOWS. 


Says Wife of Accused Man Gave Him 
Package of Money, But Daulton 
Is Acquitted. 


New Albany. Miss.. July 29.—Re¬ 
loaded from his pledge of secrecy, 
which court procedure during five years 
had failed to force him to break, Dr. M. 
F. Rogers to-day told what he knew 
of th* robbery of the local office of an 
express company of $5,000 In 1904, 
wa* purgod of th© charge of contempt 
of court and th© man accused of the 
robbery. R. M. Daulton, on employe of 
tho company at the lime, was ac¬ 
quitted. 

That it wa* the wife of Daulton who 
handed him & package containing. It 
is declared, the money alleged to have 
been stolen, with the request that It 
b© returned to th© express company, 
was declared by Rogers. 

After explaining that he had been Ab¬ 
solved of his pledge. Dr. Rogers tes¬ 
tified: 

"Daulton came to me and asked that 
I go to hi* house, that his wife wanted 
to see me. I went and Mrs. Daulton 
handed m* the package, exacting the 
promise that I should not reveal any 
nam«s. 

"I reported to th© company's repre¬ 
sentative investigating the robbery. He 
sold th* company wanted th* money 
and would not prosecute. I then gave 
him the package after he had prom¬ 
ised that Daulton should not be pros¬ 
ecuted.” 

Dr. Rmgora explained that kt was the 
belief of the detective with wliom he 
wAa acting In the imereot of the ex- 
company that It was an agtsrx of 
tb© company who had token the money. 

After Dr. Rogers had told hte story, 
ataomeys for the dcf<unse argued chat 
it wa© not admissible; that th* State 
hod me* shown that th© pockAgc con¬ 
tained any money, and. the anm. decid¬ 
ing title contention In favor of the d«- 
tenau, ordered a verdict of not guiKy 
in the on** of Daulton and w Ithdirew hte 
sentence of Imprisonment against Dr. 
Rogers, imposed because of his refurtiJ 
to test ify. _

The buck® 
would poke th© first rattler with the 
liver on the long pole. A rattler.! un¬ 
like common snake*, always show* 
fight In preference to escaping The 
snake would thus repeatedly strike at 
the liver with it* fangs until Its pilson 
was all used up. whereupon |t would 
quit striking and try slowly to move 
on. The bucks would then hunt up an¬ 
other rattler, and repent the perform¬ 
ance. keeping up the work until the 
liver was well soaked with annk» 
polsln Then the pole was carried 
home and fastened somewhere in ho 
upright position until tb© liver became 
as dry as a bone. The liver was 
pounded to a fine powder and placed in 
a buckskin bag, to be used as in ©ded 
for their arrpwa This powder would 
stick like glue to any moistened sur- 
face.

Th© 
owners maintain headquarters In 
Dover. N J. but the product of the 
mill* goes to New York, The work, 
which is light and clean, gives employ¬ 
ment to many girls and boys who are 
able to earn from 35 to 17 a week. In 
the plant where the colored hands 
aork a chenper quality of silk Is pro¬ 
duced, the colored employes not having 
as yet acquired the skill necessary to 
turn out th© finest grades. There are 
also other »!lk factories In the State, 
located at Fayetteville. Kinston and 
High Point, and I believe they are all

found any discrimination as between patrons 
except that the increase in rates allowed by the 
old committee w r as not made by the telephone 
company to apply to all patrons at the same 
time, for the reason, as stated by the company, 
that there were outstanding contracts between 
the company and its patrons which expired at 
different times, and for the further reason that 
it was not feasible for the company to at once 
so alter its rules as to make the new rates apply 
to all patrons at the same date. 

In regard to whether the rates r>termined 
upon by the old committee, under the ar ”se- 
ment entered into between the E ard of Di¬ 
rectors and the Cumberland Telrphone and 
Telegraph Company in April, 190 , are fair and 
reasonable, your committee have only to say 
that the old committee appears to ha- c made a 
most thorough investigation he whole sub¬ 
ject, their inquiry extending through five 
months, during which time they he id sixteen 
meetings; had before them for interrogation of¬ 
ficers and employes of tjie Telephone Company, 
and others, and the assistance c.f a high-grade, 
expert accountant employe 1 by ;be committee, 
and we have nothing before js on which wo 
can base an opinion that the old conimitteo 
erred in its conclusion. 

Your committee desires to call your atten¬ 
tion to the fact that under the agreement with 
the Telephone Company, the rates fixed by the 
old committee were to stand for three years 
from July 1, 1907, and that about one-half of 
that time has now expired. If at the expiration 
of the full period of three years it is found that 
the profits of the Telephone* Company, after 
careful and economical conducting of its busi¬ 
ness, have been greater than should be allowed, 
the rates and charge for the future can be intel- 
ligently adjusted. 

We ask that this report be received and 
filed, and that the committee be discharged
